At the 
evacuation of Naples it was fonnd enclosed 
in a box of ebony in the sacristy of Courtem.

that the cause of the Jew was likely 
to make progress? They, as Christians, 
ought to have a deep interest in the 
Jews. To them they owed the blessed 
Scriptures which were the rules of 
their life, and they ought, therefore, 
to long for and pray for the time when 
the Jew shall return to his own land.” 

There is a good show of reason in 
the view expressed by the gentleman, 
Undoubtedly the work of preparation 
for the gathering of all the dispersed 
of Israel is in progress, and that the 
late Russo-Turkish .war and the whole 
Eastern Question occupies a conspicu- 
ous josition in the divine prugramine, 
is exceedingly probable.

THE NUMEROUS IDENTIFICATIONS CON- 
SIDERED—RELIGION AND LAWS OF 
THE ANCIENT NORTHERN RACES— 
FREE MASONRY —LANGUAGE, 


It would be almost impossible to 
enumerate the multitude of likenesses 
that have been found, by authors pre- 
disposed in that direction, between the 
habits, manners, customs, personal 
appearance, ete., of the Israelites and 
Anglo-Saxons. To give even a cursory 


glance at these ‘‘ identifications” wouid | 


occupy more space than we feel would 
be desirable. We will simply mention 
a few that have been advanced by wari- 
ous writers, and then proceed to a short 


consideration of their laws. It may be 
observed, however, that some of their 
identifications are very remarkable, 
whilst others, in our opinion, ara pue- 
rile, and would be advanced by none 
but zealots. Great similarity has been 
claimed between the form of the Jew- 
ish and Saxon heads, and the great 
beauty of both races has been advanced 
as a proof of common ancestry. The 
style of dress of the early northern 
European nations has also been claimed 
to be distinctively Israelitish. The care 
with which both people kept their 
records or chronicles has also been 
largely commented upon. One an- 
thor claims connection between the 
two in the manner that they mustered 
their forces in battle, and their love of 
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distinctive or tribal banners, giving rise 
in Europe to the system of heraldry 
and the development of chivalry. Their 
division of the people into tithings, 
hundreds and thousands, has been a 
atrong argument in favor of the Saxon’s 
Jewish descent. The three great 
yearly convocations of the peuple are 
also said to have taken place on the 
same dates as the three great feasts of 
the Jews. The Saxon’s marriage cere- 
monies, their respect for women, and 
the great misfortune which the latter 
esteemed it to be without children, are 
also adverted to as links in the chain of 
evidence. One author ( Mr. Ed. Hine) 
pursues a different line of argument 
and makes the history of the English 
nation, its constitution, laws, insular 
position, etc., fulfill the varied prophe- 
cies of the ancient servants of God with 
regard to the Ten Tribes. To our 
minds, however, these fulfillments of 
ancient prophecy are often strained 
and frequently untenable. 

In the religion of the ancient Scan- 
dinavians, terrible and bloodthirsty as 
were many of its rites, students have 
found striking analogies to the religion 
of ancient Israel, so much so that it is 
considered one of the strongest proofs 
of the ancestry of this people in Jacob. 
And it is claimed that the further we 
trace the matter back through the 
centuries, the greater does the like- 
ness become. Least we should be 
considered as straining this point we 
will quote the Janguage of another. 

„They (the Anglo-Saxons and their 
brethren of the north of Europe) are 
described as having been acquainted 
with the great doctrine of one supreme 
Deity, the author of everything that 
existeth ; the eternal, the living, the 
ancient, the living and awful Being ;

being that never changeth ; who liveth 
and governeth during the ages ; direct- 
eth everything that is high, and every- 
thing that is low, of this glorious being, 
they had anciently esteemed it impious 
to make any visible representation, or to 
imagine it possible that he could be con- 
fined within the walls of a Temple. 
These great truths, the same as we 
know were taught to Israel, had in a 
oe measure become lost or obscured 

fore the peoples’ coming into Britain. 


But this very obscuration itself, speaks | 
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of their origin ; it having chiefly taken 
place, it is said, in consequence of their 
receiving a mighty conqueror from the 
east as their god in human nature, 
correspondent to the expectation of 
Israel with — to the Messiah, 
This supposed God incarnate, ig 
thought to have presented himself 
among these people about the same 
time as the true Messiah ed 
among the Jews.“ (Is it probable that 
tidings of Jesus’ visit to the ten tribes 
could have been conveyed to them or 
have reached them in a vague or adul- 
terated form?) ‘‘The name of this 
pretender was Odin or Woden, and he 
was esteemed the great dispenser of 
happiness to his followers, as well as 
fury to hisenemies. When Woden was 
removed from them they placed 
his image in their most holy place, 


where was a kind of raised place or 


ark, as if in imitation of that at Jeru- 

salem, where, between the Cherubim, 

the divine presence was supposed to 

abide * * Before this elevation or 

ark, in this most holy place on which 

the symbols of their worship were 

placed, they had an altar, on which 

the holy fire burned continually ; and 

near it was a vase for receiving the 

blood of the victims, and a brush 

for sprinkling the blood upon the 

people; reminding us again of what 

was done in ancient Israel. They 

had generally one great temple for the 

whole nation, and in one of these, it is 

particularly noticed, they had 12 priests 
presided over by a high priest, and 
having under their charge the religi- 
onus concerns of the whole people. 

This temple is said to have been of 
the most splendid description—of in- 
credible grandeur and magnificence. 

It was at Upsala, Sweden.” 

As nearly related to this branch of 
our subject, it has been remarked that 
free masonry was first known in Eu- 
rope amongst these people, a fact that 
will have its weight amongst Latter- 
day Saints. In the middle ages these 
lodges of free masons built the cathe- 
drals of Europe, and it is asserted that 
the English cathedrals appear to 


have been built after the fashion of 
the temples, that they frequented pre- 
vious to their conversion to Christian- 
ity. And these cathedrals, it has been 
observed, seem evidently to be built 
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after the design of the temple at 
Jerusalem. Like this, they have their 
most holy place, the altar, and their 
holy place, choir ; and the court out- 
ward from thence for the body of the 
people.” It is also somewhat remark- 
able that the only Gentile people of 
old, amongst whom anything like free 
masonry was found, where the Ionians 
for whom we stated in a previous chap- 
ter some claim an Israelitish ancestry. 
Their temples dedicated to Bacchus 
and other heathen deities, were built 
by lodges, who had secret signs, etc., 
and conducted their affairs much after 
the manner of the masons of the middle 
ages. 

Bat the strongest of all the supposed 
identifications of the two races, 
stronger even than the religious pha- 
ses of the subject, is the peculiar 
Mosaic tendency of the ancient Norse- 
man’s laws. So great is the similarity 
that most writers on this subject have 
been greatly puzzled to account there 
for. To those who have attentively 


studied the institutions of Moses, and 
compared them with the Saxon, there 
must appear a similarity as will 
be apt to lead to the conclusion that 
the Saxon commonwealth was thus 
framed, after their becoming acquaint- 
ed with Christianity. This, however, 
does not appear to have been the case. 
They brought these institutions with 
them into England, and left similar in- 
stitutions among the people in the 
north of Europe, with whom they had 
been from time immemorial. ‘‘ Lim- 
ited monarchy, constitutional law, and 
representative government, an effici- 
ent civil police, and trial by jury, are 
among the most important legacies, 
left the English nation, by their Anglo- 
Saxon forefathers, and these may all 
be easily traced to an Israelitish origin. 
And to this origin they have been 
traced * * * even by those who 
were obliged, in rather an unphilos- 
ophical way, to account for the connec- 
tion.”

Wno ARE THE AFGHANS ?—Ethnotogically speaking, Who are the Afghans? Mr. 


Owen Edleston Wheeler, in writing to the Times on the subject, quotes from an un- 
published work of his father, Mr. Talboys Wheeler, a passage in which he declares that 
to all appearance the Afghans are of Jewish origin—not Jews of the orthodox type, the 
outcome of Jerusalem and the temple worship, but the Jews of the old, turbulent, stiff- 
necked type, who revolted at Shechem against Rehoboam, and set up golden calves at 
Bethel and Dan. Indeed, the Afghans themselves, he says, claim to be descendants of 
Saul, the son of Kish. They are divided into tribes, clans, and families ; they distribute 
conquered lands by lot, perform the ceremony of the scapegoat, and build shrines on 
high places. But while their features are unmistakably Jewish, their langurge -is not 
Hebrew, or anything akin to it. It is conjectured.” he adds, “that they are the 


descendants of the ten tribes, whom the King of Assyria carried away to the city of the 


Medes; but the loss of all traces of the Hebrew — militates against this theory, 
and it is impossible to verify the identity. In modern time they are Mohammedans 
of the Sunni religion, and traditional foes of the Persians or Shiahs.” Again, the 
face of Shere Ali Khan, the present Ameer of Afghanistan, reveals, not only the Jewish 
features, but the melancholy mania that belongs to the character of Saul.” The spirit 
of revenge in which the hereditary feuds of early Afghan history were carried on, has 
grown into a proverb in India: No man is sate from the revenge of an elephant, a 
cobra, or an Afghan.” As to the Afghans being the descendants of the ten tribes, it 


may be mentioned that a book was published some years ago clearly a eee that

CONDUCTING BUSINESS. 


Vv 


THE work of building up the Zion of the latter-days is one of the greatest 
magnitude and most inestimable importance. Its departments are multifarious, 
requiring a wide diversity of capacity and experience in those who undertake 
the glorious task. It should be the direct aim of every Elder, by application, 
care and diligence, to train and educate himself in such a way as to continually 
extend the sphere of his usefulness. 

The building up of Zion, which is a pbysical as well as spiritual work, can 
only be prosecuted upon correct business principles. In this regard the Elders 
who are sent out “to prune the vineyard for the last time” have a peculiar 
‘advantage. The fruits of their labors are not confined to the sowing of the 
seeds of cternal truth in the minds of those who“ sit in darkness,” but extend 
to the training and experience they themselves receive, while acting as messen- 
gers cf Christ to a fallen world. This must be readily perceived when the 
great improvement that is visible in the progressive Elder when he has per- 
formed an honorable mission is considered. His address and deportment 
become more cultivated and his capacity and experience greatly enlarged. 

The glory, strength and beauty of Zion will be proportionate with the ad. 
vanced condition of her sons and daughters. This being self-evidently true, 
the advantages flowing to the work from the developed and increased culture 
of the capacities of its adherents must be clear. From this standpoint the 
personal welfare of the Elders themselves aud the prosperity of the work of 
‘the Lord demand that they should take advantage of every opportunity to 
train themselves in correct business habits. This course will fit them for 
positions of responsibility and importance as the work increases in dimensions, 
power and distinction. | : 

There is a great deal of truth in the saying that ‘ habit is second nature.” 
This shows the necessity of the strictest attention to business habits. The 
missionaries have not only the preaching of the gospel to attend to in these 
lands, but also a certain amount of financial business. The Elders are not 
necessarily all bookeepers, but they are intelligent men, capable, almost with- 
out exceptivn, of keeping accounts sufficiently intelligible to be easily under- 
stood. This department of the labors of the Elders is of far too much impurt- 
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ance to be treated with any degree of indifference. The easiest and simples, 
method of keeping accounts is invariably the best, because the most readily 
comprehended. 

Each Elder should take special pride in seeing that the business pertaining 
to the several branches under his watchcare is kept free from errors, which are 
really easily avoided, by attention to a few fixed principles. Every time any 
monies are received not a moment should be lost in noting it down in writing: 
Never trust to the memory in keeping accounts. The best of memories are apt 
ſo occasionally fail. Correctly recorded figures do not. Not only should the 
amounts be entered in writing, but also the names of the parties making the 
dayments and the particular funds, whether it be tithing, emigration, book 
money or otherwise. 

From a neglect to pursue this necessary course errors have occurred, and the 
fact that they have been unintentionally committed bas in no way mitigated the 
annoyance and perplexity ensuing to all parties interested. Mixing of the dif 
ferent funds should be most carefully avoided. Each should be kept clear and 
distinct from all others. In this connection we advise that in no case should 
means be borrowed from one fund to make up any existing deficiency in 
another. We hope the Elders will not fail to bear this in mind. They should 
conduct the business entrusted to them so it will be in uniformity with the re- 
quirements of this office. | 

All financial and statistical reports of the Conferences are compilations of re- 
poris from the branches, and those of the mission, prepared at this office, are 
compiled from those furnished by the Conferences. It will therefore be plainly 
seen that the correctness of the exhibits of the Conferences and the Mission 
depend upon those from the branches being free from errors. The branch 
reports form the basis of the others, and if the foundation be incorrect it is 
impossible for those growing cut of it to be otherwise. This shows how much 
depends upon the business of the branches being carefully attended to. 


LAST COMPANY OF THE SEASON. 

On Saturday, Oct. 19th, at 15 minutes to 2 p. m., the S. 8. Wyoming set sail 

for New York, bearing the last emigrating company of Latter-day Saints for 

the season. A short time before the hour above mentioned a meeting of the 

Elders, by call of President W. Budge, was held in one of the saloons of the 

vessel. Besides President Budge and the returning missionaries, Elders John 

Nicholson, Charles W. Nibley, Joseph Bull, sen., Walter J. Beatie, Joseph H- 
Parry, W. S. Burton and Joseph Bull, jun., were present. 

The opening prayer was offered by Elder Daniel S. Macfarlane. President 
Budge proceeded to organize the company by presenting the following nomina- 
tions: For President, Aurelius Miner; First Counselor, George Barber; 
Second Counselor, Thomas Barratt ; Clerk, D. S. Macfarlane. The names of 
these brethren were placed separately before the meeting, the vote to sustain 
each being unanimous. 

President Budge gave some timely instructions, suited to the wants of the | 
brethren returning home. He was followed by remarks of a similar character 
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by Elders Nicholson and Miner. A spirit of undisturbed unanimity and peace 
pervaded the meeting. The benediction was pronounced by Elder Nicholson, 

The company, exclusive of the returning Elders and Sisters Bull and Carl. 
son, who have been on a visit to England, numbers 132 souls, all from Great 
Britain excepting three, who are from Denmark. 

The following are the Elders returning with the company : : 

Aurelius Miner, who arrived in Liverpool July 28th, 1877. He labored the 
first six months in the Scottish Conference and the inder of the time u 
President of the Birmingham Conference. 

George Barber, who arrived Nov. 26th, 1876, and labored in the Norwich 
Conference, nearly the whole of the ¢ime as the President of that field. 

Thomas Barratt, who arrived Nov. 26th, 1876. He labored in the Nottin- 
ham Conference until Aug. 28th, 1877, when he was appointed a Traveliig 
Elder in and subsequently President of the Liverpool Conference. 

Daniel S. Macfarlane arrived Jan. 28th, 1877 and, for the first year anda 
half, labored in the Scottish Conference, where he baptized 27 persons. Duriy 
the remaining three months of his stay he labored in the Bristol Conference 

Elder A. W. Carlson arrived in Liverpool Sep. 8, 1877, and shortly afterward 
proceeded to Scandinavia, where, according to a special mission assigned hi 
by the General Authorities of the Church, he translated and published th 
Book of Mormon into the Swedish language. A detailed account of his labo 
appears in No. 38 of the current vol. of the Star. 

A. F. Macdonald, jr., arrived in Liverpool June 22nd, 1877, and labored in 
the Scottish Conference, where he baptized about thirty persons. 

Joseph W. Taylor arrived Jan. 6th, 1877. He labored in the Welsh Confer- 
ence until September of the same year and subsequently in the Durham and | 
Newcastle Conference. : | 

William Ashworth arrived Jan. 28th, 1877. He labored in the Liverpool | 
Conference eight months, subsequently a few weeks in the Nottingham Cenfer- | 
ence and the remainder of the time in the Norwich Conference. | 

John McCarthy arrived May 27th, 1877. He labored in Jersey fifteen months 

and in Ireland and England the other portion of the time. 

L. D. Bunce arrived May 27th, 1878 and labored in the Liverpool Conference. 

D. Milne arrived June 22nd, 1877, and labored in the Scottish Conference.

This is made all the more plainly distinctive by 
comparison with other emigrant companies, whose characteristics are always 
dissimilar, because they have not been ‘‘ baptized into one spirit.“ This feel- 
ing or spirit of unity appeared to be manifested even to a greater extent than 
usual by the company which left on Saturday. This departure adds another 
testimony to the inhabitants of these lands that the Lord, true to his covenant 
and promise, has commenced a marvelous work in the earth. The Saints in 
these and all other countries will unite with us in wishiug the last company of 
‘the season a safe and prosperous journey, by sea and land, to the gathering 
place of the Church. : 


Tbe important work of emigration has, been exeeedingly prosperous during 
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the past season, the blessing of the Lord having rested copiously upon the 
labors of the brethren who have taken an active part in the business pertaining 
to the gathering. 

Of the Saints who have gathered this season 779 were from the Scandinavian 
Mission, including Denmark, Sweden and Norway; 160 from the Swiss and 
German Mission and 925 from the United Kingdom of Great Britain, making 
atotal of 1,864. ‘ 

There ot been a steady increase in the number emigrated during the past 
three years, as will be seen by the following :

REFLECTIONS ON A VISTr.— On Sunday, the 13th inst., the writer had the 
pleasure of attending a Conference at Birmingham. The snug little chapel, in 
Farm Street, was well filled especially in the evening, when every available 
spot of sitting room was occupied. The reports were encouraging, the spirit 
of peace pervaded the assemblages and the several Elders who spoke enjoyed 
much freedom. 

Many familiar and valued friends were met ‘with, and pleasurable greetings 
exchanged. They were the outgrowth of former associations, when we had the 
honor of laboring in that section of the vineyard. 

Since that time, 1865—6 many changes have occurred. Considering their 
number and extent and the brevity of the period, they are somewhat remark. 
able. Perhaps none more especially so than the dimunition of the number of 


the Saints. At the time alluded to the Conference covered a comparatively 


small area of country, and the statistical exbibit showed a membership in the 
Church of 998. Since then the Conferences of Staffordshire, Worcestershire, 
Herefordshire and parts of Warwickshire and Bedfordshire have been added to 
it, and, with these additions, the reported membership only reaches 451. 

This showing forces several reflections upon the mind. One of those is that 
God is ever true to his. promises. The command to Come out of her, my peo- 
ple, that ye be not partakers of her sins and that ye receive not of her 
plagues,” has been thundered forth in this and other nations. The Lord never 
gives a command unless he provides a way by which it can be obeyed. And 


how marvelously has this been manifested in the gathering of the Saints. We 


remember hundreds of people in the Birmingham Conference twelve or thirteen 
years ago who, at that time, had not the slightest visible prospect of emancipa- 


ting themselves from this land, and yet they are to be met with to-day scattered, 


or rather settled in various portions of the Vales of Utah; and the same is the 
case with regard to all parts of the world in which the gospel has gained an 
extended foothold. 

Some may vainly suppose that the diminution of numbers in this land is an 
indication of the decline of the work. This is an untenable position. The 
Saints are the salt of the earth,” and every drain upon the existing stock of 
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the article must necessarily diminish it. That same preserving element that 
once existed in comparative abundance here is not lost. Quite the reverse j, 
the case. Its savor is increased. It has been transferred to a more congenial 
clime, where the sphere of its usefulness is greatly extended. The withdrawal 
of the ‘‘salt of the earth“ involves the loss of an element of preservation to 
the world; hence are arising ¢olossal difficulties, such as the decline of trade, 
divisions among the people, corruption in its various and hideous phases, per. 
plexities and vexations of different kinds. As the warning voices of the 
servants of God are lifted up to this generation and the wise and good keep 
fleeing to the land of the West these things will crowd thicker and faster upon 
the devoted heads of the people of Babylon. 

Let no one suppose the work of the Lord declines, for such is not its destiny, 
Its course is upon the scale of ascension. In the gathering place, Utah and 
adjoining Territories, the Saints are spreading out on every side, taking up new 
sections of land, breaking new ground, forming new settlements and towns, 
This is not alone the work of those who embrace the gospel in distant lands and 
„ flee to Zion for safety.” Growing up inf the West is a teeming host cf the 
youth of Israel, born and reared under the new covenant. They too are putting 
forth their hands in the development of the great latter-day work. Amongthe 
gathered Saints are growing up to the bloom of manhood and womanhood great 
flocks of bright, beautiful and intelligent children, who are being instructed in 
the ways of the Lord, that, in maturer years, they may walk in His paths. 

The nucleus has been formed, from which shall radiate in increasing splendor 
a work that will eventually become the admiration and joy of the whole earth 
Its path is onward to victory, until the kingdom and its greatness shall be giv. 
en to the Saints of the Most High God, that they may possess it for ever 


and ever.
